THE iXECt'IONS. 
We publish in another column pretty full 
rottirns from the States in which elections 
were held Tuesday, but confess that in ro 
gird to N'sw York it is difficult to learn from 
them what is the exact status. It is very 
clear that, as we have lor some time antici- 
pated, the Radicals have carried the Legis- 
lature; but, while it is claimed by some Radi- 
cal papers that the Radical State ticket has 
carried, wo are not so sure that this is t-o 
Owing to the complications in the city ol New 
York growing out of the Tammany frauds, 
wc can well understand how the Democratic 
majority in the S'ate would be largely re- 
duced, but the margin was so great that wo 
cunnot se; by the figures which the telegraph 
brings, how it could be fully overcome. If 
it khould turn out to be so, it may be te- 
gmrded rather as a Tammany triumph, than 
a Democratic defeat. 

The Democratic party, through its trusted 
leaders, Horatio Seymour, S. .). Tilden, and 
others cf less prominence, early took the 
field against Tweed and his corrupt accom- 
plices, who have been shown to be in com- 
plicity with Murphy, Grant's custom-house 
officer, and his gang, and if they have fallen 
it has been by the supremacy of this corrupt 
organization. Tweed is reported elected Sen 
ator by twelve thousand majority, an an- 
nouncement which speaks more in explanation 
of the general result than all else which 
could be written. Much noble work has been 
dono to redeem the Democracy from the 
stigma of his championship, and the lesson 
will not be dearly bought even if, in cutting 
]o )so from such corruption, the party should 
have suffered de'eat in the State. It will 
serve to show the hollowness of New Yo,k 
professions in claiming a year ago to be the 
banner State, and now having to take her place 
cither in the tanks of tlie defeated, or 80 near 
the foot of the class as to make her subordi- 
nate in indicating the policy 
the party hetea ter. The indications ate' 
tint the Democratic ticket has succeeded 
in Xew Jersey in the election of Jo,l Parker 
fjr Governor, and that Virginia and Mary- 
land have dot e equally well. 

in Massachusetts the Itadical ticket, headed 
by Washburne, is elected by 2.j,0 : JU over the 
Democratic Temperance and Labor Reform 
Cintidates. In Mississippi it is diflicult to 
Bay what is the result. The Conservative 
ticket has gained largely, but nothing can Ic 
reli d on until the returns come to lie counted, 
much depending on their manipulation afu r 
being received at headquarters; In Wiscon 
sin 0 C- Washbnrre — ol the family who 
Donelly siys come into the woill with M. 0. 
branded on their broadest part — is elected 
over Do .little by a reduced majority, while 
from Illinois and 'Minnesota the returns are 
so meagre as to afford little basis to foi m a 
conclusion, though it is reasonable to predict 
that they have gone Radical. 

On the whole we regard the result of Tues 
day's wotk as rncoarnging to the President in 
his woik of martial law and as calling lor 
renewed efforts on lite part ol the Democracy 
to combat the dangerous principles which are 
being tints strengthened by the mi guided 
votes of the Northern people.

MeGarvey were opposed to Prof. Pickett's con 
du:ling the services any longer, ami after the 
reading exercise on Friday morning, instead 
of Prof. Pickett, one of Ins ttudentt was called 
upon to lead in prayer. The reason of their 
Opposition will be understood from Prof. Pick- 
ells written protest, which is here subjoined : 

Lkxixutox, November 2, 1671. 
Dear Brother Milliyatt : 

Atom- interview to day, SOnght by yourself 
in my recitation room, you directly informed 
me that you could no longer call on me to otli- 
clate at the chapel of Ihe Bible College, a ser- 
vice which I hive been performing reoubir 
every Friday morning. You also informed 
me that Prof. MeGarvey was also opposed to 
my conduction the worship. You m.iy, there- 
lore, consider this protest as addressed to both 
of yon.

Finally, 1 do hereby protest in the name of the 
supreme authority ot Kentucky University, li e 
curators, sgaiusi your unwarrantable usurpa- 
tion of authority in pronouncing against 013' 
right and prerogative — as a prolessor in the 
Bible College — to assist iu conducting morning 
w 01 ship. 

And, above ail, I do pretest against your 
denial of tne as a brother-minister of Ibe word 
01 God, and as a member of the body of Oh list.

The railroad bears northwest from Jules- 
burg, leaving the Platte river at that place. 
Ii goes up Lodgepole creeK by Oappel, Kodge- 
I pole Station, and Colton, on to Sidney, in 
Nebraska. At Sidney there is a round-house 
with ten stalls for engines, snd a machine 
] shop. There is also a very good eating-house 
there, named the iloore house, after the great 
I pony express rider, who, in 1860, carried a gov 
eminent dispatch from Midway, on the south 
side of the Plaite, to Julesburg, 1 to miles, 
where, on his arrival, he met another il is. 
patch going io the Pacific; resting only seven 
mfnntea, and without eating anything, be 
mounted and returned to Midway, making ihe 
round trip, 230 miles, in fourteen hours and 
fuiiy-six minutes. This is ihe story told about 
it. 

i'il'iy six miles from Sidney south'* est is 
the famed Kelly Springs, where General O.irr, 
in 1609, killed over fifty Indians, taking pris- 
oners a large number of squaws and children, 
and capturing a great many animals and much 
camp equipage. 

We passed lirownson and Potter, the latter 
a place of deposit lor wood, brought there 
from points some twenty miles away, from 
tributaries of me North Platte, nud come to 
Prairie Dog City. 

Tor Several miles these little creatures arc 
seen sittinj. upright near their holes, and, on 
Um least alarm, hundreds will disappear as if 
by one common movement. It is said their 
Mihturaueau houses have passages from one lo 
another, and so ingeniously arranged, ii is 
difficult to lollow or to catch lliem. 

The noted Court-house rock on the North 
Plane is seen far away in the distance. It 
mijilil well be taken for n large building, were 
it not in ihe midst of nothing but a wild waste. 
From the base of the hill on which the reck 
it. to its top, it Is calculated, the distance is two 
tbossand feet. Chimney rock, another no'en 
place, is some twenty-five miles from Couit- 
ho-jse rock. 

The next station of any note is Antelope, at 
the commencement of a belt of good grass 
land, said to spread over several L;:n- 
dred miles, north and south. The growth is 
the bunch or gramma grass, very nutritious, 

and of which animals aie very fond, as even 
when dry it retains its nutritive qualities: and 
in the valleys bordering the mountains there is 
said to be plenty of good water. 

It is said lo be a fine country for shei-p. and 
Colorado will, in all probability, find much ol 
its wealth fruin growing wool. 

Twelve miles west of Antelope, near Rush- 
nell station, we leave Nebraska and ruler Wy- 
oming Territory, aud pass on to Pine Binds, a 
i-tutiim where there was a considerable <;uau- 
tity of wood (tit and lirmighi hrum ihe Uoffs 
on i lie left hand side of the road. Pine Bluff 
is at an elevation of' over five thousand feet. 

We pass Morgan aud Egbert, and come to 
Hillsdale, an unimportant place, named after 
one of the railroad men who was killed at the 
place by the Indians. A short distance from 
Hillsdale Ihe road leaves Ridgepole creek, and 
rises on to the table land, and ihe Black Hills 
are seen in the distance lo the right, and off lo 
the left is seen Pike's Peak in the l!o< ky 
Mountain chain, nud one of Ihe loftiest and 
grandest of the peaks. 

We pa.»s Are.ier and eotrr Crow Creek val- 
- ley. and. after going IhroMgh a sfti-iesnf cuis 
snd over a nun, bet ol fills, we see ihe Di-nie.- 
i P.>cidc Itiibo id. »!>d in ii few minutes we step 
out on tii- platform at Oheyenne, one of ihe 
largest and most promising towns on the way. 

Cheyenne Is :">!G miles from Omaha, accord- 
ing lathe conductor's ticket, nud is.siid to be 
at an elevation of over six thousand feet. The 
I town appears well laid out, with broad streets, 
I on Which some good houses have been built, 
and there is an indication of a good deal of 
business carried on, Ihouvh it bas not now as 
many inhabitants as were there in loriner 
times. It was once famed for the number of 
desperate characters il contained ; but ii has 
been pieily Well quit of them for s-oinc time, 
and orjer ami law prevail. 

Just here I nicked up a newspaper and dis- 
covered ih it Governor Palmer, •>!' Illinois, is 
after the great raider nud barn-burner, Phil. 
Sheridan, lor putting his soldiers about Chi- 
cago lo guard Ihe same, when one of them I 
shot a citisen for not halting. and giving ihe' 
countersign.

forget .Slate rights, and the sovereignty of the 
grcit Slate of Illinois, over which he is Chief 
Executive, as to he intermeddling with the | 
affairs of Chicago in any way.

term* ldb r in ibe affairs of Kentucky, while he 
was in military command here, 1 supposed lie 
was for the power of brass buttons against 
•States or people of Slates. But it seems it \ 
was othrr Suites than his own he was for in. 

Idling with, and oilier Stale laws than ' 
those of Illinois he was for trampling under 
foot.

The th cago Fire— An Ir cLman's Turn. 

((Chicito Corressondenee> New York World.) 

There are thrilling stories lohl since the file 
of heir-breadth escapes, of wonderful cases of 
e'ldumiice. oMicart-rendlpg accounts of suffer 
lag, and of bold deeds, but there are none of 
thcin more wonderful than llie one told by 
Patrick (ialleglry, formerly a member of com- 
pany C, B6th Illinois Infantry. Let me tell it 
as near as I can in bis own words : "I was lifter 
fighting t lie lire to the best of ray ability, 
when 1 axed meself, 'Pat, hadn't you better axi 
home?' I started for the North Side, crossing 
State street bridge, and turned down on Ken- 
zic street. There w as a hook and ladder com- 
pany about to be burned up, wid never a horse, 
and the byes shouting like blazes for the crowd 
to help e m out of the pra yiiicument. I axed 
meSelf hadn't I better assist the byes, and then 
a lot of us pulled the truck out of the danger. 
Hut I was ((lad when 1 found it wis Sandy 
Snay's truck, and Sandy axed me would I 
Blay and help him. Begorra, I forgot nil about 
home then, and liuilybulloo we scooted across 
Wells street bridge, and turned down Lake 
street tiil we came to Clark street. There was 
a sight for you, waa that I never saw the likes 
of before, and, for that matter, no more did 
any wan in Ibis warruid. The fire was racing 
this way and that way, and divil take me if I 
could see our way through it all for the crowd 
of people, and the wagons and the hot cinders 
which burnt a hole in the top of mecraneyum. 
When we trot in front of the Sherman House, 
that foine building was breaking out with the 
disaster. Seeing we couldn't stop it, we were 
driving off, when there sounded nbove the 
storm of H ime and the roaring, murmuring 
found of many voices the sharp cry of a wo- 
man, and there was it lady at wan of the win- 
dies on the third story. Well, begorra, I don't 
know how those long ladders ever went up 
against the building, or how it was I was the 
first to go up the ladder, but I was. When 1 
got near the windy, there Was a blaze Hew out 
of another windy, and divil the lie there is in 
it if it didn't set the tail of me co il on fire. I 
pulled it off inimagately, not thinking! should 
nave more manners than to call on an elegant 
lady iu me coat slaves. Presently I got up as 
fir as the windy, and, ns sure as rue name s 
Pat, if the lady hadu t disappeared, Then 1 
pulled myself on tbe windy sill, and, bad luck 
to it, but I lost my balance and tumbled into 
the room. Just then the Moor gave way, and I 
went down to tbe bottom of Ibe Sharman 
House faster nor I would had I beca in the 
elevator. When I stopped — and 1 wasn't long 
a doin' it — if I hadn't lauded iu front of a door 
leading from a saloon iu the basement ; and 
you better belave 1 got out with great rapid- 
ity." 

When questioned on Ibe subject, Patrick ex. 
pressed a willingness lo go before a magistrals 
and make oath to the truth of hit statement. 
In evidence of his narrow escape, lie showed 
bruises and burns on different parts of his 
body/. His face is badly burned, bis arms and 
sides are bruised, and bis rump was almost lit- 
erally roasted where he had first failer, on tiie 
burning floor. He said lie remembered every- 
thing mean he ever did in all his life while 
going down. He found it impossible to open 
bis eyes ; consequently be saw nothing. It 
seemed to him precisely like the bursting of an 
immense Shell, "barring there warn't no smeli 
of powder — only llie Same and the divil's own 
noise — and, instead of a histing, it was down 
stairs I went against my inclination,." 



What lien Have Died For. 

Col. Montgomery was shot in n duel about a 
dog. Colonel Ramsey in one about a Servant; 
Mr. Fealherstone in one about n recruit; 
Sterne s father in one about a goose; and ari- 
olber gentleman in one about an acre of an- 
chovies; one officer was challenged for merely 
nsking his opponent to enjoy the second goblet; 
and another was compelled to Sght about a 
pinch of snulf; Gen. Harry was challenged by 
a dipt. Smith for declining wine at a dinner 
on a steamboat, although the Ueneral bad 
pleaded us an excuse that wine invariably 
mxde him sick; and Lieut. Cowther lost bis 
life in a duel because he was refused admit- 
tance to the club of pigeon shooters. In 1777 
a duel occurred in New York City, between 
Lieut, Featheretonehaugh, of the 75lb, and 
dpt. UcPberson, of the 42d British regiment, 
in regard to the manner of eating an cur of 
corn, one contending that the best eating was 
from the cob, and the other that the grain 
should be CM o!f from the cob before'eating. 
Lieui. Fealberatonenangb lost bis right arm, 
the bill from Ins antagonist's pistol shattering 
the limb dreadfully, so much so that it had to 
be amputated. Graham, Major Noah's assis- 
tant editor on the National Advocate, lost his 
life in 1327, at the dueling ground at Hoboken, 
with Barton, the son-in-law of Edward Liv- 
ingston, in a simple dispute about "what was 
trumps " in u game of cards.

Glue which will I'xite eves Polished 
Steel. — A Turkish receipt fur a cement u^ed 
tu fasten diamonds and other precious stones 
to raetalic surfaces, aud which is said to unite 
even surfaces of polished steel, although ex- 
posed to moisture, is as follows: "Dissolve five 
or six bits of gum mastic, each of about the 
size of a large pea, in as much spirits ol wine 
ns will suffice to render it liquid. In another 
vessel, dissolve as ranch isinglass, previously 
softened in water, as will make a two-ounce 
vial of strong glue, adding two small bits of 
gum ammoniac, which must be rubbed until it 
is dissolved. Then mix the whole with heat. 
AVlien it is to be used, set the vial iu boiling 
water.
